The Two Thousand had been long 
and anxiously looked for by those on the different favourites, and after the 
knocking out of Qld Calabar in the betting last Saturday, and his subsequent 
erasure from the Entry, the contest was left in a most provoking state of open- 
ness, which was enhanced as the day drew near by the rumours of the private 
form shown by Lord Glasgow's Brown Bess colt, and the wonderful gallops 
said to have been taken by The Marquis, Caterer, Wingrave, and the other 
horses on the spot on Monday morning. Iowever, now the race is over and

W. Day, itis said, aims at higher game, and 
as Dalesman has been quietly backed for the Derby, while a good price can 
always be got against him for the event under notice, the hint may be taken 
for What it is worth, and only at the post, and with the money on, would the 
son of Tadmor and Ellen’Percy be worth an investment. #®pace willnot allow 
mé ‘to go further into the race, and from my remarks it will be seen that I 
enteriain the greatest predeliction for Zodiac, Fairwater, Pagoda, Caractacus. 
the Vest colt, Sappho, and Victrix; but as the first-named is at a very short 
price 1 can only point to 
FAIRWATER and the VEST COLT 

as the best to back, at the same time recommending Victrix as a good place 
investment. 

Thirty-eight have entered in the Dee Stakes for Wednesday, but their 
general quality is so inferior that little or no light is likely to be thrown on 
the Derby by its result. The best are Costa, Hubert, Alchymist, Cellarius, of 
which Colonel Towneley’s pair are the most likely, but the four may be over- 
thrown by a “dark” horse, of whom there are several highly bred. Of the 
eighteen in the Marquis of Westminster's Plate General Hesse, Astarte, Coper- 
nicus, and Hadji Stavros seem the most formidable, Mr. Payne’s horse having 
a most lenient impost, and in his absence one of the two first mentioned are 
worth notice, as the distance is but a mile and a quarter, and they, like Coper- 
nicus, are not overburdened. The Two-year-old Biennial I must decline inter- 
fering with, and the four other events set for the day will not be made up till 
Wednesday night. 

The programme for Friday is fully as ‘interesting as those advertised 
for Tuesday and Thursday, there being seven contests for decision, three 
of which are unclosed. Since the establishment of the race, for the 
Stewards’ Cup it has been rapidly increasing in interest, and its change from 
a handicap to a weight-for-age race has been pretty generally canvassed as a 
wise measure. ~ On the present occasion it has obtained:thirty-six subscribers, 
including Moula, Camerino, The Lawyer, Ethel, Fairwater, Atherstone, 
Palestro, Brown Duchess, Oldminster, Lady Ripon, Caractacus, and the Vest 
colt, all first-class animals, and between the respective partisans of whom 
there would be much betting were they to be found at the post. As it at 
present stands, the Vest colt has a 7Ib allowance, but his previous running 
may put him on an equality with his antagonists, while if he runs and 
suffers defeat he will not be worthy of support. Under the circum- 


stances, therefore, I can only point.to Caractacus, Fairwater, Palestro, 
and Camerino as the most likely to supply the winner, but the 
affair is best left alone till after some of the prior events have 


been decided. Should Zodiat win the Cup, his penalty will stop him in 
the Cheshire Stakes, otherwise he should show well in company with Allez-y- 
Rondement; and Erythia is decidedly the most formidable now of the twenty- 
one entered for the Hooton Stakes, though she may be defeated by the winner 
of the Two-year-old Biennial, as several youngsters are engaged in each. .

The great day was all that could be desired. The town was full, and astir at 
an early hour, and the rapid arrival of heavily-laden trains from the surround- 
ing districts brought a large number of pleasure seekers. Special trains from 
London were crammed with passengers, who streamed down the High-street, 
and, congregating in front of the rooms, rendered the leading thoroughfare 
almost impassable, while a dense block of vehicles was ranged, apparently in 
inextricable confusion, along the kerbstone, Betting was, however, some- 
what languid, but what movements were effected were watched with great 
interest, though, on the whole, actual business was very limited. Upon no 
former occasion had so great an attendance been known at Newmarket; rail 
and road poured in thousands from all parts.

AMERICAN GOSSIP ABOUT HEENAN, MACE, 
AND KING. 


A LATE copy of tho New York Clipper has been received, from which we take 
the following clippings:—‘By the Hibernian, which sails to-morrow from 
Liverpool, I send with this, George King and Patsy Reardon's fight, which 
was a disgusting affair throughout. There's a great deal of humbug or 
‘barney ” about the fights in this country. 1t’s hard to say which. Verily, 
the P.R. is going to the dogs. - . . By the way, I've just heard that Mace 
and Tom King have had a falling out, and don't go in double-harness now. 
If the rumour be true, it’s no more than I anticipated in my recent report of 
their exhibition. I don't see how they can avoid afresh match. It's all very 
fine for a champion to square it with the very man most likely to flax him out 
to save his own bacon, and keep the belt on easy terms. It's not hard to tell 
a “hawk from a hernshaw,” and, despite all the loud talk of Mace’s prowess, 
he is a long way behind Tom Sayers.” ‘Vhe editor adds the following remarks 
to those of his London correspondent; and, although we have it from Heenan’s 
own lips that he is not going to fight again, yet it may be interesting to know 
the exaet view taken in America upon the subject; and we take the above as 
a very lucid authority :—‘' By this time, doubtless, Heenan and Mace begin to 
understand each other's intentions, and the champion of England has probably 
had an opportunity afforded him to “get on” a match with the Benicia Boy. 
Of course, itis not Mace’s place to issue a challenge—he is the recognised 
champion of England, bound to accept all legitimate challenges, and uphold 
his claims to the Belt against all comers, * foreign or domestic.’ Our London 
correspondent intimates that Mace and King have had a falling out, and do 
not pull together any longer in double-harness. We hope, if this rmmour is 
correct, that it is not a preliminary move towards a fresh match between 
those two with a view to shut the door against Heenan, rumours of whose 
intended departure for England were rife in certain circles in London a few 
weeks back. Itis barely possible that we may learn of Heenan’s arrival out 
in time to ‘announce it in next weck’s Clipper. The people here are quite 
anxious upon the subject, and the news by every foreign arrival will be looked 
for with deep interest.” 


GALLANT CONTEST BETWEEN PETER MORRIS AND 
HARTLEY FOR £25 ASIDE. 


Tuts Sst match was decided without interruption on Wednesday, the original 
fixture having been changed, in order to avoid collision with the authorities ; 
and the result showed the policy of its being deferred, as no interruption oc- 
curred, and everything passed off right pleasantly.. The men went to scale the 
day previously at Mr. Wm. Richardson's, the Blue Anchor, Church-street, 
Shoreditch, and brought down 7st 11llb each. Morris is the hero of half a 
score encounters, in the whole of which he has been successful, viz., beating 
Kimbley, Young Bodger, Black, Fielding, Bayliss, Dymock, Paddy Rafferty, 
Hartley (twice), and Fox. Hartley was backed from the East-end, and first 
appeared in the ring with little Toddy Ray, the pedestrian, when they fought 
adraw. He next beat Keefe, £15 a side, 126 rounds, 3h. 3min., near Graves- 
end, on the 19th of January, 1858. He was then beaten in succession by Mick 
Moran and Peter Morris. Hartley next fought a draw with young Lead, 
£25 a side, 11 rounds, 20min., when the police interfered, and Hartley received 
£7 to draw the batile on the Sth of October, 1850. <A trip by rail was first 
accomplished, and then a long water excursion followed to an old-remembered 
spot, where everything was quiet and comfortable. Joe Wareham and Bos 
‘Tyler went into the ring with Peter Morris exactly at twenty minutes to ten 
o'clock; his colours were white, with a mauve variegated border. Hartley 
was waited upon by George Crockett and Tommy Newton, having a lavender 
check handkerchief as his flag.
